Respoasi blg GoY emmcDt . 
Thursday and Friday were proud 
days for British Colambia— days which 
will conBtituto an important epoch in 
itB history. During long years it waa 
contsndod by ono fleotiOB of the oom- 
munitythat tho introdnotioa of that 
form of ndminiBtration called Respousi- 
blo Govornraent was domandod by tho 
best iuteresls o£ tho country, By 
ano'^hor Bootion of tho commuuity it 
■was affirmed with equal pertinacity that 
British Columbia waa not prepared for 
that form of admlnislration— ihat the 
people wero not really fit for solE govern, 
mont. Tho history of the world is one 
of progress ; and.it was according to 
tho very nature of thiuga that tho 
former view should provuil. It did 
prevail, and, to-day, British Columbia 
is a Bellogoverning country— its people 
poSBesa the power of altering (wilh- 
ia certain proper limits, of coureo) 
the conBtitutlon and making or un- 
jnaklng Governmente, according to 
their own will and plensare. The 
dlBboUevers in the system have con- 
tinned to predict its failure and have 
traced in dark aiid gloomy colors Us ill 
consequences. Even its friends and 
advooates have not been wholly free 
from a certain degroo of apprehension 
as to tho first assay to set tho now 
Byetcm in motion. But we are fain to 
belibvo that tho cxperionocs of tho 
past three days havo had ft tendency to 
disappoint tho enemies and reassure 
tho friends of tho system. When the 
great battle for licsponsiblo Government 
was fiJught on iho floor of a former 
Legislature it was urged that tho country 
was not fit for self-Governmont, that 
tiiere was not available suitablo material 
out of which to construct a Legislative 
Assembly; much loss waa there suitable 
material oat of which to constraol 
Oabinets; Nay, it was even assorted 
that the breath of pablio opinion woaid 
blow the chaff of society into the Legis- 
lature, and that Governmenta formed 
therefrom and thereby would be al- 
together too unstablo to bo safe and 
loo weal; to bo efTicicnt. Wo think the 
■personnel of tho new Legislature will 
cotstitnto a suffioient answer to tho 
former allegation— a filling tsbuko to 
those who uttered it. Wo hear the 
opinion expressed by gentlemen in a 
position to judgo^lhat, in proportion to 
its nnmborB, the Legislature of British 
Colombia would lose nothing by a 
comparison with that of Ontaiio. And 
as for material for Cabinets, thero is 
BufEoient in the Honso for two or three. 
It is true that it may appear some- 
vbat premature thus to pass Judgment 
before some of the now members havo 
had an opportunity of making their 
debut ; but from opportunities of forming 
an estimate, we have no hesitation in 
■ayiog that, taken as a whole, tho 
members of the now Parliament are 
Buoh as will reflect credit upon those 
they represent. So far from demagogaism 
running riot in the House, as bad been 
predicted by some, we venture to think 
that it will benndei more tbotonghteitraibt, 
more efleclaally oatbed in this than it was 
in pravions LegiBlatnres, The members, tor 
the most pal ti 'mean basiiieBi.' and tbor- 
ODgbly nnderatand what they are about; and 
these (if there be any euch in the House) 
who, for the siko of 'cheap and noetj' popu- 
larity Irom tbo'atrangers'gallery,' uro willing 
to obstruct the public buaincflH bj n habilual 
iDclulgCDCe in tlaiulcnt clap-trap will, if we 
aro not greiiiiy raiftik:n,GnJa Ief3 coDf^cnini 
atmoapbore for that sort of tiling in ihu n( w 
Honse than was found in t^e old. An for 
the Ministry (in some senee bb yit orade ami 
nnfor Died), it mado a most lavoi ableimpreasion 
on Friday, aa well as on Saturday. Tho 
two leadiuR meraboia of the Min'stry lost 
EOthirig by conltobt wiih tlio nvo lend- 
ing merabca of iho 80-called Oppoai^ 
t on; — lit IcDhit, Bucli is Iho opinion veiy 
generally expressed by thone wlio were 
present on these days. i DO Aitorcoy (jleoeral 
arid tiio Provincial Secretary are both clear, 
lc);ici>l, and (flective in debate. Turoiog to 
the policy of tho Government, na indicated in 
tho opouiuf; tiKitcli, we rcfjn t lo ob^ervd a 
dispi » t,ion LTincud in u curliiin qiiaritr tu 
wtihhold that orodit lairly due, db ire lliii.k, 
to the Administration lor tho udujition rjt 
largo and bold meaBUros of reform uueli riii 
Die deraandfld bj tlio country. Il is adniiltcd 
Ititt ilio iiieasurus aie good; but it iHisairied 
that they hivve betn loicud upon tlio Gov- 
etomcut by popular opiaion, and thai, 
therolore, ihe Minintry luu ciiliilud to iiu 
credit for tbeir adoption. Now, ihie oppeuia 
to OB to be a moat singular position foe any 
one to take at all familiar with the spirit and 
working of Kiapoi Bible Oovernrncnt. It in 
a fuadara'jutal piiiiciplu of Iho Bjniora thai 
tho offaiiu of Uio country enull bo nd- 
ininiH'.ered in accotihuico wiili iliu well 
undoraiood hIsIioh oI llio puopie, and it ia ilio 
lugiiimate function, us it is ihu drat duty, o( 
the GoverDmeDt to carry out, rather tboo to 
foriDi popular opioioo. And jat a would- 
bo lender of public opinion findn fault wiili 
the OoverHinenl for ndo| t u;^ and carrjii'g 
out o popular policy boiauHO it hud no luuul 
in formiog tliai putjlic opinion wtiich duiiuuidH 
thfifl roeasureBl Wliui could ha inore ub- 
fiard ? It occurs to ua to remark, in con- 
cluiioD, that the ajinie pBblio^ wtjter can 
biniselt claim bo cradlt.fpV /drping at leas;

Aster's Fort of 1811. 

Following tho curving and beautifully 
wooded shore back to tho Astoria of 
to-day, wo naturally inquire 
site of tho Astor ostablishmont of 1811, 
This ia it^' jnst back of tho littlo bay 
before , mentioned, where you boo a 
long, one-storied honso in a state of de- 
cay. There was built tho fort of Mr 
Astor'd company. It consisted of a 
sqanro inclosing ninty by ono hundred 
feet of ground with palisades in front 
and rear_^ ono of tho sides protected by 
tho warehouse fronting on a ravine, 
and tho other by the dwelling house 
and shops with a bastion at each corner 
north and south, on which were mounted 
four small cannon. As all tho buildings 
vvero constructed of hewn logs, roofed 
with cedar bark, thoy constituted a 
very good defence against the Indian 
arrows, ospooially as they were made 
formidable by the four small oanbii. 

In the cove in front of the fort> waB 
built the fir9t vespel ever launched on 
Oregon waters— tho littlo schoonor 
Dolly, whOQo frame was brought out 
trrmi^ow York in the Tonqoin. She 
proved to? Bmall for the ooasting 
service, for which she was intended, and 
and like i overythiug else connected 
with this ill-started enterprise a faiU 
uro.
